mentioned in connection with the testi-
mony of former;President Charles S. Mel-le- 'n

during the last week. c

Solicitor Joseph W. Folk stated yester-
day he had sent two representatives "of
the .commission to New Tork to ascer
tain the physical condition of William
Rockefeller and George McCulloch Mil
ler. Both Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Mil
ler. about two week go. when they were
summoned as witnesses, filed certificates
signed by their physicians setting forth
that the ordeal of a Journey to Wash
ington and testifying might result fatally.

No action was taken on these certlfl
cates at the time, and now that Mr. Mel- -
len has testified that the directors wen
largely responsible for the condition of
affairs that existed and that many of
them profited by their connection with
the New Haven. Solicitor Folk is more
anxious, that ever to have as many of
the directors as possible appear and tell
their side of the story.

. .Lewis Cass Ledyard. formerly counsel
for. J. Plerpont Morgan, the elder, and
who was a director of the New Haven up
to the time of his retirement from prac-
tice, has been summoned and Drobablv
will be the first witness Tuesday, although
this has not been settled: Mr. Ledyard
was present and helped prepare the let
ter which was sent to the district at-
torney In New York In which Mr. Mel
ten assumed the responsibility In the
Grand Trunk matter, and which resulted
In Mr. Mellen's Indictment according
to Mr, Mellen's testimony. Mr. Mellen
said that he wrote the letter to save the
elder Morgan.

SAMSON.

(Shown at Crandall's tomorrow.)
Modern students of the Bible believe

that despite the legendary character of
the adventures credited to Samson there
Is an historical background to the nar-
rative. Samson belonged to that portion
of the tribe of Dan whose members were
scattered to the west of Jerusalem, and
his struggles with the Philistines illus-
trate the warfare that was waged be-

tween Danltes and Philistines and which
resulted in the emigration of many Dan-
ltes to the north.

The incidents related of Samson are
believed to have transpired after this
migration. It is thought that the Hebrews
here belonged to the remnant that while
maintaining Its hatred to the Philistine
yoke and making repeated attempts to
cast It off. did not scruple to enter Into
marriage alliances with the daughters of
the oppressors.

While- the narrative Is believed to have
been derived from a single literary
source. It Is thought to hare been pieced
together from a number of talcs origin-
ally Independent The fourteenth chap-
ter. In which the hero appears at the
mercy of adventuresses. Is thought to
have been added after the narrative had
been closed In an earlier form.

Manoah and his wife, according to the
story, mourn deeply because both have
passed middle age childless. As they
grow older, their sorrow Increases, until
one day the wife calls upon the Lord
and prays that they may have a child
to gladden their declining years. An
angel appears In answer to her prayers
and promises that she shall have a son.
but specifies that his hair must never be
cut The angel also prophesies that the
son shall begin to deliver Israel out of
the hands of the Philistines.

A son Is born.and Manoah's wife names
him Samson. He grows to manhood, and
his extraordinary strength amaxes his
parents and the community: but when
he has attained a man's estate he goes
to Tlmmath. and there he meets and
learns to love Zorah, the beautiful daugh
ter of a Philistine. Samson overcomes
his father's objections to his marrying a
Philistine maiden, and he conducts his
parents to Tlmmath, that they may see
his Drlde. While they are nearlng the
vineyard of Tlmmath a young lion roars
at Samson. He becomes imbued with
the spirit of the Lord, and after strug-
gling with the beast he breaks Its Jaws.

He arrives at Tlmmath with his par-
ents, and the nuptial feast Is arranged
and the betrothal announced. Samson
returns to the spot where he slew the
Hon. and finds that bees have gathered
there and have deposited honey In the
carcass. Thus, at his wedding feast, he
proposes to his guests the riddle, "Out
of the eater came forth meat and out
of the strong came forth sweetness,"
and he offers to give to him who solves
the riddle thirty sheets and thirty changes
of garments.

Unable to answer the riddle, the Philis-
tines go to Zorah and threaten her with
death unless she draws Samson out and
obtain for them the answer. She fights
against their threats and persuasions,
but she finally weakens, and after ob-
taining the answer from Samson gives It
to the Philistines. When Samson again
propounds the riddle and they answer It
he knows that his wife has deceived him.
and In his anger he renounces her and
leaves her. Later he regrets his hasty

UNIONS ASK TOO MUCH,

SAYS ARKANSAS SOLON

Representative Floyd Defends Partial
Labor's Exemption from

Trust Law.

COURTS POWER IS LIMITED

A good deal of yesterday's debate In
the House on the Clayton anti-tru- st

Injunctions and punishment of Indirect
contempts by the Federal courts In In
dustrial disputes. He declared that the
legislation proposed, --limiting' the
powsr of the. courts in Issuing Injunc-
tions, and prescribing trlalTy .Jury In
cases 6t Indirect contempt, "gives la-
bor ablll of rights." ,

They
gather an army to take revenge, and
Upon the field of Ramath-Leh- l Samson
meets them single handed, and with the
Jawbone of an ass he slays a thousand
soldiers and puts the remainder of the
army to flight

Samson then goes to the City of Gaxe
and strikes terror Into the hearts of the
people by his feats of strength. Slhon.
the ruler of the Philistines, plots to take
Samson prisoner, and he orders the gates
of the city locked against him. But when
Samson decides to leave he wrenches the
huge gates from their hinges and car-
ries them away. He now meets the beau-
tiful Delilah, and Is fascinated by her
charms. "Neither Is she blind to the
beauty of his strength, and she receives
him with favor.

Taking advantage of their love, Slhon
Induces Delilah to ascertain from Sam-
son wherein his great strength lies. She
refuses at first but Slhon convinces her
that it Is a matter of loyalty to her re-
ligion and her people, and she consents.

She leads him to her home and em-
ploys her charms to fascinate him. She
soothes and coaxes hint with her beauty
and her wiles until he is overcome and
tells her, "There hath not come a razor
upon mine head; If I be shaven then my
strength will go from me."

Samson falls asleep and she cuts off
his locks and summons Slhon and the
soldiers. Samson Is bound and thrown
Into prion, where his eyes are put out
with hot Irons. He is made to grind In
Into prison, where his eyes .are put out
he works like an animal. When' Sam-
son's strength Is gone., he is for the time
forgotten, and as the time' passes his
hair begins to grow again.

The Philistines gather In the temple
and make merry, and call for Samson,
that he may make sport for them. Sam-
son is taken from the prison and lead
into the temple by a small boy. He Is
Jeered and hooted at by the Philistines.
and is made to bow and do homage to
Dagon, one of their gods. Then Samson
